The Test of Strength. 


The test of the strength of the two 


wings of the party in the convention 
was made when the roll was called on 
the vote for permanent chairman, 
•which place was secured by Joseph 
O'Brien, the candidate of the Reor- 
ganizers, by a vote of 109 to 73 for 
former Judge James G. Gordon of 
Philadelphia. Their actual strength 
known, the Reorganizers carried out 
their program in its entirely, 'With 
the single exception of a "rider" to 
the resolution endorsing Jersey's 
Governor at the Baltimore conven- 
tion, which the Old Guard forced 
through the convention making bind- 
ing the instructions to the' national 
delegates-at-la~rge to stand by the 
eandfdacy of Woodrow Wilson for 
the Presidential nomination so long 
as his name shall be before the na- 
tional convention. 
By clinching this rider on the reso- 
lution indorsing the Wilson candi- 
dacy the friends of Judge Gordon 
smoked out t?j,e men who have been 
suspected of half-hearted support of 
the New Jersey Governor. The reso- 
lution had been; smothered in the 
meeting of the" Committee on. Resolu- 
tions, but_the men' suspected of 'dou- 
'blte- dealing-did not-dare t£> show tHeir 
hand -"In" open, convention^ and. ^the 
binding instructions cannot"be evad- 
ed since it is now written into the 
official record. 


Defeated, Pledge Support 


It was significant that those who 
were defeated upon the floor of the 
convention, when the work of the 
victors bad been completed, were 
ready to declare their loyalty to the 
ticket and to pledge it their support. 


Col. James M.' Guffey, who has oc- 
cupied the position, of leader for 
some 15 years, declared: 
"I have been in politics many years 
and naturally I have made some ene- 
mies. 
But also I have made many 


loyal, devoted friends, and to those 
who stood by with firm grasp while 
the ship went down I want to express 
my gratitude. 
Their loyalty shall al- 
ways be among the pleasant memo- 
ries of my life. So long as I have 
been in politics ,1 have been a sincere 
believer in the rule of the majority 
and shall loyally support the ticket 
named in the convention today." 
"I believe in majority rule," said 
former State Chairman Walter E. 
Ritter, "and will give the ticket my 
heartiest support." 


This same sentiment was express- 
ed by other defeated leaders, among 
them being Judge Gordon, who also 
expressed the general sentiment with 
regard to the platform adopted when 
he said: 
"The platform is an excel- 
lent document, one that all Demo- 
crats can support."

AVhen President of United Stutes— 


The Effect of Dissolution. 


Washington, May G.—Now comes 


the discovery that Burdette D. Town- 
send, one of Mr. Roosevelt's special 
trust investigators, was assigned, in 
1906, 
to investigate the Harvester 


Trust, and that he reported that it 
was a monopoly in restraint of trade; 
that it was holding up farmers; re- 
ceiving rebates from the railroads, 
and that all the plans for the organi- 
zation of the trust had been drawn 
up and executed by George W. Per- 
kins. 


This report was suppressed. 
The 


public never heard of it. It died by 
the chloroforming process, in the 
office of the Attorney General of the 
United States, with the acquiescence 
of Mr. Roosevelt. 
There is every in- 


dication that Mr. Roosevelt personal- 
ly decreed the death of this report. 
It was Mr. Roosevelt's direct order 
to his Attorney General not to start 
suit against the Harvester Trust, 
•which resulted in the suppression of 
the Townsend report, and the grant- 
ing of immunity from prosecution to 
the Harvester Trust. 
While Roose- 


velt was protecting the 
Harvester 


Trust from prosecution by the Fed- 
eral government, that organization 
was being tried, and was found 
guilty in Missouri, 
Oklahoma and

FAMINE NOW AT ITS WORST 


Starvation. Destroying Thousands in 


Clu'iia—Children Last to Die. 


Reports from China received at the 


National Headquarters of the Red 
Cross within the last, few days state 
that the famine is now at its most 
acute stage. 
During the next six 


wee'ks while the new crops are ripen- 
ing the need for relief will be most 
intense. 
At present the relief com 


mittee is employing about 90,00 
men on public works and the earning 
of these men are saving probabl 
500,000 persons 
from 
starvation 


^eanwhile, certainly 2,000,000 ar 
suffering and many thousand mus 
die unless the relief measures an 
greatly extended. 


Mr. Charles W. Harvey of the T 


M. C. A. of Tientsin, made a recen 
journey through the famine district 
and at the request of United States 
Minister Calhoun, at Peking, pre 
pared a report of his observations 
The character of this report which 
nas been forwarded to the State De 
partment and is now in the hands of 
the Red Cross, may he indicated by 
quoting briefly from its contents. 


"No children were seen at play 


No grain, meat, vegetables or food- 
stuffs'of any kind except the bark of 
trees, dried grass, wild garlic and 
roots were seen. We found no sign 
of clothing anywhere, except the rags 
on the backs of the people, no bed- 
ding, 
* 
* 
* few farming imple- 


ments, nothing that could possibly be 
urned into money except an occa- 
iional piece of furniture 
and the 


doors of the houses or rafters in the 
hatched roofs. 
In many places we 


noted the absence of doors in the 
homes and saw the mud walls of 
houses stripped of roofs which we 
oon found had been used for fuel or 
xchanged for food. 


'On the first morning out of Ching 


tiangpu we met a man pushing a 
wheelbarrow containing a low flat 
asket in which was huddled the 
tarving forms of his wife and child 
nd beside them a few charred pieces 
f wood which ne hoped to exchange 
n the city for food * * * I shall 
ever forget one 'little mud hut with- 
ut door, window or furniture on the 


mud floor of which sat a young wo- 
nan of twenty-two with a child of 
wo years lying on its face moaning. 
Vhen I asked her why he moaned 
he replied without comment, 'I can- 
ot get him to eat any more grass, 
le is starving to death.' 


"In all our visits to the homes of 


hese starving peasants there was no 
egging, no appeals to our pity, no 
ales of their suffering, no tears, no 
motion, but simply the one sentence 
ver and over again, 'wo men Essu 
ac,'—'We are starving to death.' 
'nlike the beggars so common in the 
ities, these people a few years ago 
ere successful farmers and laborers 
naccustomed to begging. They have 
ot learned to beg. 
We found sev- 


ral homes in which only children 
•ere left, and in one home a single 
ttle child of eight years, huddled in 
corner with a bowl of cooked bark 
nd weeds, which she was eating 
ith chop sticks. 
She was the last 


f her family. 
The workers in fam- 


ne relief said it was usual for the 
ather to die first, then the mother, 
hen the older children and the youn- 
er children last of all, showing that 
ffection and self-sacrifice persisted 
ven under these conditions. ' * * 


"I visited two of the stations for 


amine relief carried on by the Cen- 
•al China Famine Relief Committee, 
hese were at You Kou and Sun Chia 
Vei Tsu; the first was conducted 
rom a village of about 1,000 and the 
atter in a farrn-house of one of the 
ocal gentry. We thoroughly investi- 
ated the relief work in operation, 
alked over the plans of the Chinese 
nd the foreigners in charge, and 
ith those being relieved, and I am 
onvinced that the relief is sanely 
nd economically conducted; effec- 
ve in relieving the suffering of the 
eople; in helping to prevent the 
epetition of famine conditions; does 
ot pauperize those helped but rath- 
r encourages self-help;

FERTSL1ZATION AND DEFERTILI- 


ZAT10N OF EGGS. 


It is often a question with poultry 


raisers as to how soon eggs become 
fertile after mating chickens and how 
soon eggs become germless after mat- 
Ings are broken. 


Two experiments here at Kiverside 


with a White Wyandotte cock and ten 
hens carried on for ten days, in which 
the eggs laid were set and tested, will 
be of interest On the third day after 
mating 28 per cent were fertile, on the 
fourth 40 per cent, on the fifth 50 per 
cent, on the sixth 60 per cent, on the 
seventh 70 per cent, on the eighth 72 
per cent and on the tenth day 76 per 
cent. 


Seventy-five to SO per cent is consid- 


ered an excellent average fertility for 
vigorous fowls under ordinary condi- 
tions, so that ten days may be consid- 
ered time enough for excellent results 
unless the breed is a very large, clum- 
sy type. 
The male and hens were then sepa- 


rated and the eggs as laid were again 
set and tested'to determine the dura- 
tion of fertility after male was re- 
moved. 


On the third day after separation 74 


per cent of eggs were fertile, on the 
fourth 70 per cent, on the fifth 62 per 
cent, on the sixth 55 per cent, on the 
seventh 4S per cent, on the eighth 15 
per cent, on the ninth 3 per cent and 
on the tenth day none were fertile. 


Pi*c*« of Eight and Doubloon*. 


The'Pieces of eight and the doubloon 


are indissolubly united with the tradi- 
tions of the Spanish main and the old 
buccaneers. Pieces of eight were more 
properly called piasters — from 
the 


Greek and Latin, emplastron, "a plas- 
ter;" in the Homance languages, "any- 
thing sproad out or flat, as a plate, a 
com." The piece was silver and worth 
about $1. Being divided into eight sil- 
ver reals, it was termed a piece of 
eight. 
Doubloons were gold pieces, original- 


ly double the value of a pistole, and for- 
merly coined in Spain and Spanish 
America. The name is derived from the 
Spanish doblon, "double." 
Prior to 


1848 the doubloon was worth §15.75. 
The doblon de Isabel, coined in tliat 
year, was until 1868 equivalent only 
to §4.96.

DON'TS. 


Don't let the merchant mix your eggs 


with others and sell them all for yours. 


I Don't let hens make their nests un- 
der the buildings or in the horse sta- 
ble. 


Don't allow visiting during laying 


hours. Hens knock off laying when 
excited. 


Don't mark your poultry with paint 


when a toe punch is better and mark 
can't come off. 


Don't keep eggs in a tight vessel. 


Spread on a tray in a well ventilated, 
clean, cool room and market early. 


Don't neglect to change water often 


If feeding dry mash, as particles of 
mash from birds' bills sour the water. 


Don't use open water vessels. Hens 


dip their combs and wattles In them. 
they freeze and the bens knock off lay- 
Ing. 


Don't use an old slat corncrlb that is 


a food supply depot for mice and bens 
wbeu heavy wire is cheap aud guards 
the grain. 


Don't have rotten eprgs in your pos- 


tesslou.

certain states that you are in the rot 
and spot business. 


FEATHERS AND EGGSHELLS. 
When your fowls get roupy don't 


shut them up in a band box. Let them 
have fresh air, but no drafts. Remem- 
ber this is the fresh air era when pa- 
tients with respiratory afflictions sleep 
in the open, not in the oven as of old

meat and vegetables, but fruit as well 
The French lady lays stress upon the 
fact that fruit is almost curative for 
many things if properly prepared. 


Fruit cooked in a paper bag is whol- 


ly sanitary. 
There Is, further, no 


trouble of watching, of stirring, no 
apprehension of scorching. 


Peaches should be scalded In boil- 


ing "water for a minute and a half, 
then the skins removed, and the fruit, 
on the seed, put to stew in a lightly 
buttered bag. Add a tablespoonful of 
water for a dozen large peaches—less 
if they are very juicy. Cook for 20 
minutes in a fairly hot oven, slacking 
heat a third after five minutes from 
the putting in. The seed gives. an 
adorable hitter-almond 
flavor. 
Add 


sugar to taste, while the fruit is very 
hot, and let stand several hours be- 
fore using. For an invalid, choose 
Sweet, very juicy peaches, cook In 
small quantity—say half a dozen at 
a time—without adding water, and 
buttering the bag well. 
Serve un- 


sweetened with thick cream. 


Wash gage plums very well, put 


them in a buttered bag with a very 
.little water, and cook twelve totwen- 
fty-five minutes, depending 
on 
the 


quantity, in a fairly hot oven. Sweeten 
,while very hot, or add soda if sweet- 
ening is forBidden. 


- Baked pears- are- relished- by almost 
everybody. Ripe, full flavored fruit cf 
medium size and even is the best. 
Cut off the stalks close, snip out the 
blossom end, and 
stick in a clove 


there. Pare thinly, pack in a buttered 
bag with a little water and cook fif- 
teen to thirty minutes in a fairly hot 
oven. 


Leg of Lamb, with Turnips: Get a 


fat leg of lamb, have the butcher take 
off carefully the outside membrane— 
in'that most of the "sheep-y" taste re- 
Bides. Scrape well, wipe over with a 
damp soft cloth, and if necessary, 
wash quickly in cold water, but avoid 
washing if possible. Salt and pepper 
moderately, then grease well—using 
either butter or clarified drippings— 
dredge very lightly with flour and put 
Into a roomy, thicky greased bag with 
&. pint of sliced turnips, two 
small 


thinly sliced onions, a small sprig of 
mint, and a half cup of tomato pulp or 
catsup. Sliced potatoes can be added 
it will—In that case use fewer tur- 
•ips. Be sure there are no sharp ends 
if bone projecting—they should be cut 
•ff rather under the flesh. Season the 
Vegetables lightly with salt before put- 
.mg them in the bag, but take care 
|iot to put in too much. Add half a 
iumbler of cold water, seal, put in a 
lot oven, slack heat after five minutes 
and cook until -well done. Time de- 
Bends on weight.

ly until cooked, but take care that 
they they d^not get broken. 
Line a 


paper souffle-case with puff paste, place 
carefully in a well greased bag, put 
the apples In this, and twist long 
strips of citron and angelica round 
them. Place four ounces of butter in 
a clean basin, sift In eight ounces of 
sugar and whip to a cream. Then add 
the well beaten yolk of four eggs and 
season to taste with grated nutmeg. 
Place on the flre and stir gently until 
very hot, then add the whites of the 
eggs, whipped to a stiff froth. Sttr 
these In lightly, then pour over the 
apples, place In the bag, put it In the 
oven without loss of time and bake to 
a golden hue. Dust thickly with pow- 
dered sugar and serve either hot or 
cold. Plenty of citron or angelica must 
be used to give the idea of a nest.

ITS MANY ECONOMIES.

A dollar's worth of paper bags will 


be ample to ccok for any average 
family throughout a month. Add 
box of clips at ten cents—they will be 
good for another month, and still an 
other in careful hands—and the out 
lay is still inconsiderable. Add stil! 
further fifty cents for 
greasing—£ 


pound of lard, half a pound of butter 
half a pound of drippings—and the 
total is still more than moderate. Not 
withstanding, it is more than plenty 
of us would care to spend monthly 
•merely in the interest of flavor or 
ever of ease. Plenty more of us like 
to take duties laboriously, feeling thai 
*hus we win to the kingdom of thrift 
So if there were no economic offset 
paper baj cooking would have to be 
reckoned either a fad or a luxury. It 
is neither—it has come to stay. 


Say you pay three to four dollars 


a month for gas—which is about a 
fair average. If the paper bag cook- 
ing cuts this a third, it has almost 
paid for itself at one fell swoop. 


Next comes the saving in quantity 


of food cooked. Paper bag cooking is 
one-fifth to one-fourth ahead there 
In pot cooking the scales 
show a 


shrinkage treble that of bag cooking 
This is a saving well worth while, yet 
far from telling 
the whole story. 


Things bag-cooked nourish better be- 
cause they are mqre readily digested 


Set this extra nourishment at one- 


tenth of the food cost, and the food 
cost for a family ten dollars a week 
Right there you have more the price 
of bags, grease, clips, etc.—almost tne 
cost of the gas. 


But even then the sum in domestic 


economy is just fairly begun. Paper 
bag cooking not only saves thus nega- 
tively by preventing loss and insur- 
ing full edibility, but positively—and 
in many, many ways, as, for example, 
in the food bought. Round steak is 
more nourishing than any other—bul 
the fact has been held to be offset by 
the extra dentist's bill the eating of it 
necessitated. Paper bag cooking makes 
it as tender as porterhouse itself— 
moreover, there Is no bone to be thrown 
away—nothing but clear meat. And 
the favorable difference In price rune 
from eight to ten cents the pound. 


Living is dearer in every way—the 


one possible alleviation of this in- 
creasing cost, without skimping of ap- 
petites, is in buying things lesa costly 
and so cooking them as to make the 
difference ail in their favor. 


Paper bag cooking will do it; it has 


done it for me. Let's recapitulate. 
Say one uses one hundred and fifty 
bags in the month, and then allow s 
enty-five cents for clips, lard, butter, 
and dripping. 
This gives an initial 


debit of two dollars beginning the ac- 
count thus:

Wash your ducks well inside with 
c.old salt water—if they are wild ducka 
let them lie in the salt water for fif- 
teen minutes.

Add the 
juice of a lemon, a wineglass of either 
claret or sherry, seal bag and cook in 
a hot oven ten minutes, then slack 
heat, and finish—it ought to require 
about forty minutes more.

Pastry, «ikes and sweets generally 


are wonderfully improved by being 
cooked in paper bags. 
The concen- 


tration of heat which is thus gained 
has the effect of making the puff paste 
lighter and more regular in texture 
and all cake mixtures "rise" In a 
manner the open oven cannot produce. 


Then agai» the cooking takes much 


less time, and I need not point t^it 
the value of this. 
In the old style 


the oven door had frequently to be 
opened to watch progress. The pastry 
was thus exposed to draughts of aool 
air, which could but produce "doughy," 
heavy and unsatisfactory results. 


Puff Paste: Take one pound flour, 


three-quarters of a pound butter, and 
mix the flour with water and salt light- 
ly, to the consistency of butter. Leave 
this dough for half an hour, then flat- 
ten it with your hand, and lay your 
butter on top of the paste. Then fold 
four-corner way, and give It two rolls 
as usual. Leave your paste in a cool 
place for forty-five minutes, then roll 
twice mere. 
Leave it for forty-five 


minutes, atid roll twice again. Place 
It in a larger paper bag which will 
not touch the paste. 
Put on broiler 


and allow twenty minutes in a hot 
oven.

Curious Power of Charcoal. 


It has been found that the power of 


Charcoal to absorb gases is vastly In- 
creased at very low temp^atares, so 
that It can be employed for exhaust- 
ing incandescent lamp bulbs and 
Crookes tubes and also for separating' 
mixed gases. Experiment has shown 
that at the freezing point of "water and 
at normal atmospheric pressure one 
gram of charcoal absorbs four cubic 
centimeters of hydrogen and eighteen 
cnbic centimeters of oxygen, but that 
at 182 degrees centigrade, the temper- 
ature of boiling air, one gram of char- 
coal absorbs 135 cubic centimeters of 
hydrogen and 250 cubic centimeters of 
oxygen. When several gases are mix- 
ed the charcoal absorbs some of them 
much more freely than others, so that 
by multiplying the operation gases 
can be separated from mixtures In suf- 
ficient quantity for Industrial uses.— 
Cincinnati Commercial Tribune.

The topic of this lesson is "Love, 


and the pattern is "the love of God." 
At first sight the teaching J° raosi 
extraordinary and the practice seem 
ingly impossible and beyond all reason 
Great grace might enable us to love our 
enemies, do good to those who hate us 
bless those who curse us and pray for 
Buph as despitefully use us, but when it 
comes to' lending without hoping for a 
return, giving to every one that asks 
and letting the man that takes your 
cloak have your coat also It does look 
like a good time for tramps, impostors 
thieves and robbers. We know thai 
the righteous Lord loveth righteous 
ness, and anything unrighteous He 
would not do nor ask us to do, so we 
must prayerfully wait upon Him for 
clearer light upon this teaching. Ac 
cording to verse 35 and Matt, v, 45, 
the object is that we may be mani- 
festly "the children of the Highest, 
"the children of our Father 
hich is 


in heaven." 
It is therefore not a 


matter of what is expedient or ac- 
cording to reason, but, how can we 
as the children of God make people to 
know our Father, God. He was teach- 
ing His disciples (verse 20), those who 
had received Him as the Christ, the 
Son of God, and had left all to follow 
Him, those whom He was to leave In 
the world in His stead, that because 
of them the world might believe and 
know the only living and true God 
and Jesus Christ, whom He sent into 
the world to manifest Him '(John xvil, 
3, 11, 21, 23). It is truly a high, holy, 
heavenly calling to represent God and 
Christ in the power of the Holy Spirit 
and. be so alive to their interests that 
we shall be wholly dead to our own. 


he love of God and of Jesus Christ 


is the greatest thing we ever heard of, 
and there are no more wonderful state- 
ments concerning it than John iii, 16; 
I John iii, 16. 


Put with these "God corrrmendeth His 


love toward us in that while we were 
yet sinners Christ died for us." 
"In 


this was manifested the love of God 
toward us because that God sent His 
only begotten Son into the world that 
we might live through Him." 
"He 


spared not His own Son, but delivered 
Him up for us all." "Christ loved the 
church and gave Himself for it. 
"The church of God which He hath 
purchased with His own blood." "The 
Son of God loved me and gave Him- 
self for me" (Rom. v, 8; vlii, 32; I 
John iv, 9, 10; Eph. v, 25; Acts xx, 
28; Gal. ii, 30). In the light of such 
tremendous statements consider the 
treatment that He received when here 
In humiliation and even as He taught 
our lesson of today. He was In the 
world which He had made, but it 
knew Him not; He came unto His own 
special people Israel, but they received 
Him not 
Their rulers had no kind 


words or thoughts for Him. They 
eald that He had a devil and was mad 
and that He deceived the people, and 
In their hatred they finally killed Him, 
accusing Him falsely and giving Him 
no semblance of a fair trial (John i, 10, 
11; vil, 12, 20; viii, 52; x, 20). Yet He 
bore it all patiently and did not talk 
back nor strike back, though He might 
have swept them off the earth with a 
look or a word, as He will do at His 
coming in glory to set up His king- 
dom and share it with His own re- 
deemed ones (Isa. xi, 4; II Thess. ii, S; 
Col. ill, 4; Rev. ill, 21). 


Now, 
considering that by such love 


and by the sacrifice of Himself He 
has at such infinite cost and by such 
suffering, bearing our sins in His own 
body, made all who receive Him chil- 
dren of God and joint heirs with Him- 
self, partakers of His kingdom and 
glory, does it not look a good bit 
easier to love, to bless, to help others 
for His sake, to give, to lend, to do 
good, hoping for nothing again, to 
serve those who cannot serve us in re- 
turn? Do we not feel like saying as 
Mephibosheth paid of Ziba, "Yea, let 
him take all. forasmuch as my Lord 
the King is come again" (II Sam. xix. 
30). 


Our Lord never encouraged wrong- 


doing, and we may be sure that He 
would not have us do anything to en- 
courage Injustice and oppression, theft 
or robbery or idleness or anything 
of the spirit that would wrongfully 
take the property of another. But He 
would have us show in our dally life 
that we have such treasxire In Himself 
and In His kingdom that we are ready 
to use all present things for the good 
of others if only we may win them to 
Him, bearing meekly any loss or cross 
for His sake. The love of Christ con- 
stralneth us to live no longer unto our 
selves, but unto Him who died for us 
and rose again (I Cor. v, 14, 15). Since 
Paul could take pleasure In Infirmities, 
in the bearing of Insults, in distress, 
in persecutions, in grievous difficulties, 
for Christ's sake (II Cor. xil, 10, Way- 
mouth), the samo grace is at our dis- 
posal, to enable us to reckon all loss as 
mere refuse because of the priceless 
privilege of knowing Christ Jesus as 
our Lord. Does it not eeem as if we 
could lend or jzrive or go or bear any 
loss because of such love and because 
of His kingdom? Let our one question 
be "Lord, whnt wilt Thou have me to 
do?" 
and our motto "Just to please 


Jesus" and wp shall not be apt either 
to trnnscrresa or come short.
